Yirovemeoi In the servioe. Until cnieAhg 
tbe tranfePa^ific business the compaay 
operated the Bine Funnel line, consiat* 
ieg of a fleet of 30 ships, varying in 
rise from 2,000 to 5,000 tons net regis¬ 
ter, and all plying between England and 
•the colonlea. Now they have acquired a 
number of the finest freighters In the 
world for 'ghe Britisb| Colombia - and 
Puget Sound service, and it Is sdneh- 
pated by some that before long • seveiU^ 
day schedule will be inaugurated. 

As fast as their chaiicrs expire tbe 
Northern Pacific Steamship Oompany 1g 
reieaidng the stumers x’bich it biui bem 
(pcratlng. Tlie Queen Adelaide, 
CTiavering and Braemer, all formerly well 
known In thd 1 Id«l have been released. 
The Duke of Fife's chirter expires with 
this voyage and the charter of the well- 
known liner Gleuogle will ex]dre with 
her next voyage to Tacoma. This will 
leuve only the steamers Tacoma, | 
Olympia and Victoria, owned by the 
Xortliern Pacific Company, operating to 
the Orient. 

With the dlsmisoal of tbe Dnke of : 
Fife and Glenogle, all of tbe Northern I 
pacific Steamship Company's * freight, 
except that carriAl by the Olympia, Ta- 
c«ima and Victoria, will be cairied by the 
China Mutual and Blue Fuanel liners, 
and each of these latter etesmera will 
go on to England instead of returning 
direct from the Orief«t. 

Reference to the Moyone and Ning 
Chow has already been made in tbe 
Times. The latter parttcniariy Is a nmn- 
■tcr carrier. She Is a new ship, and in 
iraUer ef equipment is unexcelled. She 
bHS a measurement carrying capacity of 
19,800 tons. Slie will be thi next to 
leach this port after the Moyune, and 
then- will enme the Pak liug, the 
AtiiMleN, Oanfa and Ncemiin. The 
AthlileM is another brand new twln- 
,s(re\f Chira Mutual liner, launched on 
November 13th, and is a rioter ship to 
the Nhig Chow. She H now en route to 
I»ndon and Llveniool from Tokobama. 
The Xeenran. Oanfa and King Chow are 
practically the same sise. They are all 
twin-scf^ vessels, with a fgieed of 13 
^.ots. and capabLi of carrying 11,400 
^ns dead wei^t, of 2,210 pounds to tl«e 
ton. or 18,800 tons mc.isorement, 40 
tabic feet to the too.

Aakabad, Turkestan, Dec. 2S.—Even 
the worst of the earlier luperta of the 
recent earthquake disaster at Andijan 
quite under-estimatea the appslUng loon 
of life. A telegram to-day from the 
scene of the cmtMtrophe pute the ntux- 
ber of vlctima in the native quarter of 
the town at 4,000. 

Already 800 eorpseu have been disin¬ 
terred from the niina. The weth of ex¬ 
cavating progresses slowly.

EMBARGO OX LUMBER. 

Capt. Watts, of the Amprican ship 
Great Admiral, arrivetl at Port Town¬ 
send on Wedneadny. reports that ths 
Onayaqnil lumber market is, no longer 
uscfnl to British Colinnbia or Puget 
Sotipd c-xportera. I^iat aummer a de- 
vawtntlag fire stfept over the city de- 
stK^tog forty squares. Since them tbe 
government has place 1 an embargo on 
all pine lumber, and will not allow It to 
he brongUl into the country, it hAvlng 
been proven that the fire originated in 
a bnilding ennstru^ed of Puget Sound 
lumber.

The Imperia l autheritlea are not hi the 
nabit of watching the legialaUon enacted 
by tbe proviocea of Canada and draw¬ 
ing the attention of the Dominion when 
one of them exceeds its powers for the 
purpoee of having the acta disallowed.

Wo hare pobllsh- 
ed aome of tbe correspondence that haa 
been printed bearing upon this subject 
for the purpose of «howing the jealousy 
with which the Japanese ambassador In 
London has scrutinised ail tbe legisla¬ 
tion confessedly aimed aP tbe ex¬ 
clusion of his compatriots from this pro¬ 
vince.

day of Christ. According to Dr. Llghtfoot, 


Ahe temple of Jerusalem was employed in 
noisbratiag tbo birthday of a pagan god 
(diloiil.) on the very night the OuriatlLia 
nasign for the birth of the Messiah. An . 
other celebrated writer Cells ns that **At 
the drat moment after mldnlgbc of 24th 
December the andent nattona celebrated 
the accouchmoot of the Queen Heaven 
sad celestial virgin, and the birtb of tbe 
^1, the infant aavlonr of the God of 

Racebns of Egypt, Adoola of Greece, 
Cl r la n s of Judea, Cbangte of China. CbrM 
of Chaldea. Mithra ot Persia, Bahia of 
India, Jao Wapaul (a crnclMed saviour of 
Ancient Briton), were all horn oo the 
SUh of December, according to tradition. 
Ghrlsoa. tbe famous god of India. Is to¬ 
day worshipped by mnUons of kla foliow- 
•ra in precisely the same way and with 
the aame records as Cfarlatlans do In other 
parts of the world. 

We sr%told likewise that'Rome In her 
paimy ddfa was wont to listen to tbe song 
of wumuo and children who went round and 
nong eSft^s In tbe langnage of Beriptore, 
*pt2nto us a child la born this day.” 

It IT pretty clear that this birthday of 
iaiwrna/tc gods and saviours of many re- 
Uglotts systems of snUonltv has become 
the great tradition the human rase in 
every part of the world. Nor need l| be 
wondered at that tbe fathers of tbe Chris¬ 
tian church, apt In their generation, selict- 
ed this day as a anltable one to celebkkte 
tlwt nativity of Christ. . 

It la Indeed a matter ot uncerfnldty 
when tbe Cbristian Savlonr was born. 
There is no sutbori^ for fixing ettb *Mie 
dnte or tbe year. Tbe Bncycloiedla Btlt- 
■nnica says Cbrlstlsoa count bm tanndrnd 
u4>d thirty-three contrar/ opIMohs of. dif¬ 
ferent authors concerning tbe year the 
Mensiah appeared on earth. It la .tffo- 
bnHe that tbe 2SCh of December was 
•elected as the birthday becanse It was al¬ 
ready B festival tbe world over from time 
Immemorial as tbe birthday of Bob the 
glorUras luminary of heaven, when be com- 
mencoa again bla journey and bla life,/and 
aim bemtuM* up to tbe tenth century It 
was universally recognised as the com¬ 
mencement of the new year. 

These events made It a period of nfll- 
clmt Important to lead tbe early Chris- 
tlsns to suppose It most have nisen tbe 
birthday' of tbe MeMisk. What day of 
tbe month, what year, and even what cen¬ 
tury It took place In Is still an open quee- 
tkm. Nor baa the Gatbolle rhnrcb finally 
•Ktlad It. 

faoeking at tbe qneatlon all ronnd. sod 
viewing It in the Hght of historical an- 
tlqnity. one cannot wonder that what hut 
been universally accepted by all people, at 
•R times, and In all places, should be • 
feotlral of joyous nstnre. and closely as R 
la connected with tbe form of oor religions 
Caltb, theee things seem to come to na 
wot ajnoe by tradition, but by Instinct and 
l»y Inheritance. It la the heirloom of the 
human race that Chrlatmaa day is a fVatl- 
vnl on wbtcl; men ahontd relax and make 
np.erry. That the greater part of the world 
will do so. sad It will bn the axeeption 
vrMh thoae who don't, may be taken for 
granted. It Is la the ontvoraatlUty aad 
Skthoticttv of this IMIval that the strength 
ef thin inyooa season Ilea, and U will 
Boftbtteaa cnnttaae to ha an bald tin tha 
crack nf Bmai anda tha dkapur af cr^ 
Clan.
